and Sends Them Copies of the Circu- 
lar—OCriticiem of the Financial State- 
ment Made in the Document—Director 
Dieckman end President Brockman 
Determined to Maze a Thorough In- 
vestigation. 


Mr.J. H. Dieckman, Chairman ofthe 
Teachers Committee of the. School Board, 
intends asking his brother Directors some 
interesting questions mext Tuesday evening 
when the board meets. He is anxious to 
know why the headquarters of 
the Board of Education is also the 
branch office of the Home and School Build- 
ing and Loan Association. Mr. Dieckman’s 
thirst for knowledge is increased by the fact 
that Supt. E. H. Long is President of the 
association and Otto L. Zelle, a clerk 
in Secretary Player’s office, is the 
paid agent of the association. 
The further circumstance that Prof. 
William Deutsch, first assistant at the High 
School, is Treasurer of the association, anda 
Principals Francis E.Gook of the Crow School 
Walter H. Wilcox of the Marquette School 
and Henning W. Prentiss of the Hodgen 
School are three of the six directors 
of the Home. A corollary of this 
array of petagogues in the association 
isthat 150 hard-working teachers are stock- 
holders. Mr. Dieckman knew not that the 
Home and School Luilding and Loan Asso- 
ciation existed, much less that it thrived in 
the offices of the Board of Education until he 
received a circular Friday morn- 
ing, which Drought him enlightenment. 
At the bottom of the front cover of the cireu- 
lar Is the legend:

WANTED AN INDORSEMENT. 

Mr. James Y. Player, Secretary of the

“Gus? Busch Struck Liltfputian 
Manager Ludwig Rosenfeld. 


The Brewer’s Son Wanted to Go Behind 
the Scenes. 


————— 
HE WAS DENIED THE PRIVILEGE AND 
THE ENCOUNTER FOLLOWED. 


An Invitetion From Little Franz Ebert 
Caused the Trouble—It Took Place in 
Martin’s Saloon iDuring the Olympic 
Matinee—Legal Proceedings Contem- 
plated—Wr. Rosenfeld Robbad cf $560 
at the Lindell. 


Because Manager Ludwig Rosenfeld of the 
Liliputian company atthe Olympic Theater 
would notallow ‘‘*Gus’’ Busch, the sen of 
Mr. Adolphus Busch of the Anheuser-Buseh 
Brewing Association, to go behind the scenes 
at the Olympic matinee yesterday afternoon, 
Mr. Busch blacked Manager Rosenfeld’s eye 
inthe most pugilistic manner possible, and 
otherwise injured that gentleman’s face 
until separated by witnesses to the sudden 
encounter. 

The trouble occurred in Frank Martin’s 
saloon, at 200 South Broadway, about 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, while the Lili- 
putians,a quarter of a block away, were 
pursuing their trip to Margin blissful iguor- 
ance of the sudden peril which had over- 
taken their manager. According to the 
stories told by both principals the facts in 
the case are plain and simple. 

Yesterday morning Mr. *‘Gus’’ Busch had 
been in company with little Franz Ebert of 
the Lillputians and Mr. Alex Kopta of this 
city for several hours, or until about 1 
o’clock in the afternoon. The trio wasa 
congenial one and several bottles of 
champagne had been disposed of at the 
bar of the Southern Hotel, where the 


sociable meeting occurred. Atabout 1o’clock, 
whenthe party separated, Franz Ebert ex- 
tended a cordial invitation to Mr. Busch and 
Mr. Konta to visit him behind the scenes of 
the Olympic during the matinee perform- 
ance. Mr. Busch promised todo so, : 
Somewhere in the neighborhood of 2:30 
o’clock Mr. Busch, in company with a friend, 
Mr. Gempf, appearedatthne Olympic. As it 
is a rule with the Lillputian company @hat no 
one Is allowed to go behind the scenes during 
a performance, save by permission of Mr. 
Ludwig Kosenfeld, it was necessary for Mr. 
Busch to see that gentlemanand get the nec- 
essary permission. Mr. Rosenfeld was tound 
seated at a table in Martin’s saloon, dlag- 
onally across the street from the Olympic, 
and Mr. Buech joined hia: there. Accarding 
to the story toid by Manager Rosenfeld toa 
PoOsT-DIsPATCH reporter, and the same story 
told by Mr. Busch himself to sir, Konta, this 

is what then took place: 
ir. Busch told the Liliputians’ manager 
that he wished to go behind the scenes dur- 
mance then under. and 
pass him tothe dé- 


‘*I cannot do it,’’ came Mr, Manager 
Rosenfeld’s answer. ‘‘It is against my rules 
to allow any one but the company Dehind the 
scenes during a performance,’’ 

‘*“Why?’’ asked Mr. Busch, shortly, and a 
little put out by this refusal. 

**Because our ballet girls are dressing and

**Yes, I do,’’ retorted Wr. Rosenfeld. ‘‘I 
know who youare, and I know that you are 
wealthy, that you have millions; but I also 
know that money doesn’t always makea 
gentleman, and you are not acting like a 
gentleman now.?’

Rumor Regarding Coming Minis- 
terial Resignations. 


Chancellor Von Caprivi and Dr. Miquel 
Mentioned in That Connection. 


DISSENSIONS AMONG MINISTERS SAID 


TO BE THE CAUSE. 


Miquel’s Attitude Towardsthe Agrarians 
Severely Criticised, However — The 
Emperor’s Confidence in Von Oaprivi 
Stil) Unshaken—Russo-Germean Treaty 
in the Reichstag—Courzt Von Doenhoft 
and Bismarck—The Slave Trade—Silver 
Comm ission—Berlin and Germany.

BERLIN, March 10.—The approach of the 
critical point in the discussion of the. husso- 
German commercial treaty has brought to 
the surface the usual cropof rumors in re- 
gard to dissensions said to exist among 
ministers, and which are summarized 
briefly by saying that rumor has it that 
Chancellor Von Caprivi, Dr. Miquel and Dr. 
Von Boetticher are contemplating resigning. 
As to Von Boetticher there may be some 
truthin the story insofaras itis believed 
that he is ready to exchange his post fora 
provisional governorship. Butso far asthe 
others are concerned, there is no truth in the 
rumor thatthey are contemplating tender- 
ing their resignations, 

Dr. Miquel continues to deliver speeches 
which are looked upon as being encouraging 
to the hopes of the Agrarians and the atti- 
tude ofthe Minister of Finance is severely 
criticised by the newspapers of various parts 
oftheempire. Some ofthe Prussian Minis- 
tersare also credited with having strong 
agrarian sympathies, but there is nothing in 
their attitude to lead to ministerial changes. 


THE EMPEROR'S CONFIDENCE IN VON CAPRIVI. 

In spite of the many rumors set In circula- 
tion to the contrary, the confidence of Em- 
peror William in Von Caprivi has not been in 


the least degree shaken by any recentevents. 

There was a large number of Deputies 
assembled to-day in the Reichstag in anticl- 
pation of further discussion in regard to the 
Russo-Geriman treaty. The galleries were well 
filed and much interest was taken in the 
proceedings. Von Capriv!, Von Bieberstein, 
Dr. Von Boetticher and Von Heyden-Cado 
were sitting at the table devoted to the fed- 
eral councilors. The prolongation of the 
commercial agreement with Spain 
having been -adopted without a divi- 
sion, the House forthwith proceeded to the 
discussion of the second reading of thetreaty. 
Then followed a prolonged and animated de- 
bate on the decision of the committee to 
submit only a verbal report. Finally the 
first article of the treaty was adopted bya 
vote of 200 to 146, as already cabled, 


A CURIOUS POLITICAL INCIDBNTy 
A telegram sent oy Emperor William to 
Count von Doenhoft, the Conservative mem- 
ber of the Reichstag, who has been 60 proml- 
nen? in his support of the treaty (in which 


the Emperor said: *‘‘Bravo; you acted asa 
nobleman should,’’) bas brought tolight a 
curious incident in the political career 
of the Count. Von Doenhof?, it appears, 
asked his agricultural electors to release him 
from his promise to oppose the treaty, on 
the ground that he was now convinced of its 
value, and, further, on the ground that he 
had heard that Kismarck had declared that 
the rejection of the treaty would drive Ger- 
many into war with Russia. 

Bismarck, as previously cabled, repudlated 
this statement, and asked Von Doenhoff, 
throught Herbert Von Bismarck, to give the 
name of his informant. Von Doenhoff re- 
plied by saying that Herr Krupp had in- 
formed him that Dr. Schweninger, Bis- 
marck’s chief physician, had repeated Prince 
Lismark’s alleged remarks. Now it is 
Dr. Schweninger’s tarn to explain mat- 
ters, and there seems to be little doubt 
as to what will be the nature of his explana- 
tion. In any case, the Dringing to light of the 
incident in its entirety seems to have 
had a great effect upon Von Doenhof?, for the 
latter to day formally seceded from the Con- 
sorvative party.

SILVER COMMISSION, 

The silver commission will resume Its sit- 
tings on Monday next. The bi-metallists 
have announced their intention of mepxing

fresh international monetary conference, 
ee or without the participation of En- 
giana, 

Two fresh suggestions for raising the price 
of silver will be submitted to the Commis. 
sion next week. Herr Koxenigs, a member 
of the Commission, proposes that all con- 
tracting countries shoula maintain the free 
coinage of silver and repiace the present 
coinage by anew coinage at the rate of 24 to 
i, and Prof. Lexis suggests the co-opera- 
tion of all important States, not including 
such countries as Mexico and South Amer- 
ican States, onthe Dbasisof a ratio of 21 tol.

Large Arrivals of Suzer. 

New Yoru, March 10.—Within the last two 
weeks a large number of vessels arriving at 
this and other Eastern ports from the West 
Indies loaded with sugar have, in connection 
with the violent fluctuation in the stock of 
the sugar trust.attractea considerable atten- 
tion. it has never been necessary to charter 
steamers ‘from regular lines to carry the 
sugarcrop, but this season geveral of thea 
Southern Pacific Oo.’s Doats have been 
pressed into service and have been making 
regular trips to Cuban ports. 
or the week ending March 7, there were 
received at the three sugar portsof New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston 56,802 tons of 
2,240 pounds each, which was an increase of 
18,008 tons over the corresponding weeg of 
last year, 
The rashing forward of the Ouba crop ts 
alleged to be due tothe fact that the crap is 
excessively large and must be brougitt to 
market. That the crop ts larger is shown by 
figures from Cuba, which give a production 
this season of 889,000 tons against 342,000 tons 
last year, and 826,000 tons for 1892. 
For the first eight days of March, thirty-six 
vessels arrived at New York with sugar from 
Cuba and other West Indian ports and Bra- 
zil. This feet was composed of ten steamers, 
nine barks, one brig and sixteen schooners, 
the noteworthy point being the number of 
the steamers, which, whiie decreasing the 
number of arrivals, carry much larger Car- 
goes and accomplish more work at less ex- 
ense than the semalier craft.

One Man, One Vote; Reinstatement of 
Evicted Irish Tenants; Welsh Churoh 
Disestablishment; Equalization . of 
Poor Rates in London—The Last Plank 
Will Be Strongly Opposed by the Lords 
~Irish Nationalists—Gardner’s Peer- 
age. 


Lonpon, March 10.—The Queen's speech on 
the reassembling of Parliament is. always 
‘prepared by the Premier and accepted as his 
Progtamme for the session. The corres- 
pondent of the Worxp and PosT-DISPATCH 1s 
enabled onthe authority ofa leading mem- 
ber of the Liberal party to say that the mo- 
mentous speech tobe delivered next Mon- 
Gay, the first pronouncerient of Lord Rose- 
bery as Premier, will declare the purpose of 
the Government to advocate four measures 
ofthe first importance only, ae’ registration 
bill, which will secure the principle of one 
man one vote, biils for the reinstatement 
of evicted tenants in Ireland; for the dises- 
tablishment of the Welsh Church, and for 
equalizing the poor rates in London. Of 
course reference willalso be made tothe 
present excellent relations between England 
and other powers, and to the necessity of an 
immediate vote of supplies for the Govern- 
ment. The last named may prove a most 
serious measure of peril for the Government, 
because the revenues have fallen off 
Greatly inthe last year. There 
is the urgent cry for additional 
expenditure for the navy and the new budget 
must provide for additional taxation, prob- 
ably in new and more democratic form. 
These may dangerously strain the loyalty of 
the great property holders still left in the 
Liberal party. The programme of the new 
Premier is thus not only in line with Glad- 
stone’s as to evicted tenants, Welsh 
disestablishmentand registration, but the 
measure as to London taxation was 
peculiarly Rosebery’s own when a member 
of the County Council and illustrates his 
broad democratic views. At present East 

ondon Vestry provides for its own poor. In 
Whitechapel, for instance, where pauper- 
ism is large in proportion to the population, 
taxable property is much more heavily taxed 
than in 8t. George’s, comprising Belgravia 
and Mayfair,and the largest part of Lon- 
don’s wealthy classes, where pauperism isa 
very small per cent. Rosebery’s bill will 
make all the. paupers in London a common 
charge on the entire metropolis, and will 
doubtless be bitterly opposed Dy the great 
property owners, perhaps in his own party 
as well as in the opposition. 

On these points the House of Lords will 
array itself as irreconcilably against him as 
it did against Gladstone, thus further hast- 
ening itsend asa veto house. Every rear- 
rangement of the Ministry is followed bya 
Miniature general election, and five seats 
must be filled again, two because the sitting 
members have gone to the House of Lords. 

Herbert Gladstone and Mr.Shaw,appointed 
Solicitor General for Scotland, will not be op- 
posed. This decision on the part of the 
Unionists really seems significant of in- 
creased popularity to the Liberal cause. 
Herbert Gladstone’s majority at the last 
election was only 800 as against 2,000 in 1886, 
and the Unionists would undoubtedly op- 
pose him now but for fear his majority would 
be increased owing to his confidence in Rose- 
bery. 

They will, however, contest Berwick and 
Montgomery, vacated by the accession of 
Majoribanks and Stuart Rende! to the peer - 
age. In both cases the Unionists have strong 
local candidates, while the Liberals are 
obliged to fight with strangers to the con- 
stituencies. In Berwick the Unionist canai- 
Gate is first cousin to Arthur Balfour, and his 
chances of gaining the seat are allowed to be 
good. 

THE IRISH NATIONALISTS. 

I am informed that at the meeting of the 
Irish Nationalists on Monday McOarthy wii! 
be unanimously re-elected chairman, but 
that Arthur O’Oonpnor will be dropped from 
the Oommittee of Eight and O’Driscoll as 
whip. The reason for this is thus stated by 
a leader of the Nationalists: Since the visit 
of O’Connor and O'Driscoll to America in 
the autumn, feeling has been very strong 
against them among the great majority 
of their colleagues because it is said they 
made representations to the Irish leaders in 
America calculated to destroy confidence in 
the leaders of the party here. These mis.- 
representations have been answered by the 
committee, but it will by these removals re- 
buke treachery. O’Connorsupported Healy 
inthe committee as opposed to McCarthy, 
Sexton and Dillon, bat it is possible that the 
majority will elect another supporter of 
Healy to prevent the cry that a dead set is 
being made on his men. 

As to home rule, Rosebery will makea de. 
claration at the meeting of the Liberal party 
Monday which will be satisfactory to the Na- 
tionalists and he will probably have an cp- 
portunity of reiterating his declaration in 
the House of Lorasthat evening in greater 
detail, as it is said to be the intention of the 
Unionists te catechise the ministers in both 
houses as totheir Irish politics. Reamond

SESSION DEVOTED TO A GENERAL 
. DISCUSSION, , 


Next Week Will Lixely Be All the Time 
the Republicans Will Ask—Their Re- 
quest Will Doubtless Be Granted—The 
Tariff Bill Will Probably Go to the 
Senate March 19—Some Great Orator- 
ical Efforts Fxpsoted. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—To-day’s 
session of the Senate Finance Committee was 
disappointing. Theabsence of four members, 
Messrs. Sherman, McPherson, Jones of Ne- 
vada and Vance, induced the committee to 
postpone until Mondaythe discussion and 
disposition of the question concerning the 
time tobe allowed for examination of the 
Wilson bill in full committee, Mr. Sherman 
was detained at home by indisposition. Mr. 
McPherson had been called away by the ill- 
ness of a relative and Messrs. Jones and 
Vance were paired with each otherand out 
of town. 

The sessioh was devoted to general discus- 
sion of the whole tariff question, with occa- 
sional reference to what the billin handif 
written into law would accomplish. Nothing 
definite could be stated on this point in the 
absence of figures, which the Treasury De- 
partment is now preparing. 

After the meeting adjourned Mr. Aldrich 
said tothe WORLD and PostT- DISPATCH Corre- 
spondent that next week would probably be 
all the time the Republican membersof the 
committee would ask for examination of the 
bill, and heseemed to entertain no doubt 
about the request being granted. He 
probably had in mind the fact that 
the Senate will be engaged until a late 
hour Thursday afternoon with the seigniorage 
bill, with the prospect that adjournment 
until Monday will be likely to follow the 
taking of the final vote on that «@asure. 
This will make it easy for the majority of the 
Finance Commitee to accede to the 
minority’s terms, and, by doing so, add to 
th e interest in the report on the Dill by 


bringing it forward ata time when there Is 
nothing of importance on the Senate’s table 
to divide attention with it. Then will en- 
sue a delay of at least a week, during which 
the decks wil) be cleared for action. 

The tariff bill, when taken up, will have 
the right of way, and will call into piay all 
the big guns of the Republican side. Gallons 
of midnight oll are being burned by those 
Senators in the preparation of long speeches 
denouncing the bill and praising protection. 
Recent Republican victories have revived 
Presidential aspirations in the Senate Cham- 
ber that were supposed to be ashes. Snher- 
man, Allison, Cull®Om, all are ‘‘smoking’’ 
again and threatening eruption. Even Cam- 
eron, who is regarded now aga cross between 
a Populist and a Republican, going in for 
free silver on the one hand and a high tariff 
on the other, is Keeping his so-called study 
closely and working away on something 
likely in the end to take the form of a great 
efiort. The Pennsylvania Senator offends 
but se)/dom in this way, and tne Senate gives 
him attention whenever he does. 

Although official figures are notas yet ob- 
tainable, there are trustworthy estimates 
thatshow what the Wilson bill, as revised by 
the Senate, is designed to accomplish. It 
will produce from customs and internal 
taxes $888,500,000, and when the revenues 
frum the Post-office Department and miscel- 
laneous sources are added to this sum, being 
about $105,000,000, the aggregate annual re- 
ceipts for the support ol the Government 
will be $493,500,000. “he annual expenditures 
are estimated at $450,000,000, so that a 
surplus of $43,500,000 will be produced, 
The opponents of the income tax, headed by 
Mr. Hill, will seize this as an argument why 
the income tax, estimated to produce be- 
tween $30,000,000 to $35,000,000, could be elim- 
inated from the bill without embarrassment 
to the Government and will insist that it 
must be eliminated. The better and general 
opinion, however, is that for several years 
atleasta surplus will bea good thing, to be 
used in part in taking up the recently issued 
bonds aud in part for strengthening the gold 
reserve in the Treasury. 

Other estimates are yiven, showing that as 
between the McKinley bill, with its customs- 
producing schedules of $198,000,000, and the 
Wilson bill, with the eg og ay hema gm 
schedules of $124,000,000, there has been a re- 
duction of duties on the neccessaries of life 
of $74,000.000. The Dill as revised by the Sen- 
ate will yield $165,000,000, but the addition of 
$41,000,000 will come from sugar alone. 

The revenue reform leaders are on the 
alert and feel reasonably certain that the Re- 
publican plan to put a duty on wool will fail. 
The House will stand a good deal for the 
sake of passing a bill lowering customs 
duties, but it will never consent tothe put- 
ting back of wool on the dutiabDle list, 


CIGARMAKERS WANT CHANGES. 
WaSHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—A delega- 
tion from the Cigarmakers’ International 
Union is at the Capitol this week to endeavor 
toinduce Congress to changeits mind re- 


garding the duty placed on cigars by the 
Wilson Dill. 

The Ways and Means Committee of the 
House reduced the tariff_oncigars from $4.50 
per poundand 25 per cent ad valorem to $3 
per pound. 

The Senate Finance Committee went 
further by increasing the internal revenue 
tax from $3to$5. Thecigarmakers say that 
former reductions in the tariff or increases in 
internal revenue rates, increasing the ad- 
vantage of the foreign manufacturers, have 
resulted in corresponding reductionsin the 
wages of the laboring men.

Reasons for Believing It Will Fall Far 
Below Cariisle’s Estimate. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 10.—There are 
good reasons for the belief that the defic- 
lency in the revenues of the Government for 
the present fiscal year will fall considerably 
below Mr. Carlisie’s estimates. In his state- 
ment before the House Judiciary Committee 
on Jan. 25, the Secretary expressed the opin- 
ion that the deficit for the year would 
be $78,000.0000 or $79,000,000, but the conditions 
have changed somewhat since then, and it 
now isthe opinion of the experts, who base 
their estimates upon the best data obtain- 
able, that the deficiency will be found not to 
exceed $70,000,000. This conclusion is reaehed 
independent of any increase inthe receipts 
from internal revenue incident toa probable 
increase in the duties inthe Mquor, tobacco 
pas other schedules of the pending tari 

The closest and most careful estimates of 
the receipts from customs places the amount 
attheclose of the year at $118,000,000, of 
which $72,657,422 had already been realized 
March 1.

REDUCTIONS IN WAGES. 


If the Wilson Bill Passes, Gingham Mills 
Employes Will Suffer. 


FITCHBURG, Mass., March 10.—During the 
past week notices have been posted in the 
Park Hill Manufacturing Co.’s gingham mills 
warning the employes that if the Wilson 
tarif? bill was passed they would have to 
submit to further reductions in wages, with 
an insinuation that they might not get any 
wages at all, 

The employes are preparing to resist any 


more cut downs. They have already had 
their wages reduced so much that they can 
barely makea living. Last night the weav- 
ers to the number of about 125 
got together and formed aie union. 
The campany employs about 800 weavers in 
all their mills and every one will be urged to 
join the union for their protection. 

It was throughout these mills that petitions 
were circulated several weeks ago for signa- 
tures protesting against the passage of the 
Wilson Dill. It was then charged that the 
employes were asked to sign them before one 
ofthe proprietors and that the bosses and 
heads of departments circulated the peti- 
tions. Some declined to sign and they are 
ted outof ajob, belng discharged shortly 
after.

In Answer to Boutell’s Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 10.—Answer was 
made by Secretary Herbert to the Boutell 
resolution adopted by the House calling on 
him to state his authority for issuing instruac- 
tions placing the armed naval forces of the 


United States andthe use of its ensign un- 
der the orders and control of Special Com- 
missioner Blount at Honolulu, March ll, 
1898. 

The substance of the answer is that the 
action was necessary to preventa conflict of 
authority , and that the Secretary’s authority 
for issuing the orders was the President— 
the Commander-in-Ohief of the United 
States army and navy. A number of prece: 
dents for this action are cited. 

The Secretary begins his answer by quoting 
the instructions to Admiral Skerrett and that 
part of Mr. Blount’ credentials to President 
Dole wherein his authority is described as 
paramount in all matters affecting relations 
with Hawall. Mr. Blount’s instructions (al- 
ready published) are also quoted, andthe 
Secretary cites the fact that when the order 
to Admiral Skerrett was Issued the United 
States forces had landed in Hawali and the 
United States flag had been raised over the 
public buildings in Honolulu,

‘Silver Workers Reduced. 
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CORN AND WHEAT IN FARMERS’ HANDS 
AND AVERAGE PRICES. 


Feeding of Wheat to Hogs nnd Omer 
Stock Due to the Unprecedented Low 
Prices Prevailing—The Wheat Being 
Marketed From Old Crops—Corn in 
Producers’ Hands. 


a 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The statistical 
turns of the Department of Agriculture for 
March consist principally of estimates of the 
distribution of wheat and corn, the amounts 
remaining in farmers’ hands, the proportion 
of merchantable corn and the average prices 
of both the merchantable and unmerchanta- 
ble. The report is based upon returnsof 4 
corps of correspondents in eaeh county of 
several States and Territories and also by an 
independent corps, lumbermen reporting 
through the State agents of the Department. 
All grain inthe hands of farmers, including 
the surplus of previous years, is embraced 
in the estimates given. 

The returns of correspondents of the de- 
partment throughout the great wheat sur- 
plus States indicate a new factor in the con- 
sumption of wheat, viz: the feeding of the 
same to hogs and other stock, a fact due, a 
declared, to the unprecedentedly low prices, 
the claim being made that this mode of dis- 
posing of the cereal is profitable as com- 
pared with marketing it for human food. 

The returns also indicate that considerable 
portion of the wheat now in farmers’ hands 
comes from crops prior to that of 1893 and es- 
pecially from the crops of 1891-92. Such stocks 
have been held principally by large growers. 
Some damage to such stores is reported from 
Michiganand Washington. The indicated 
stock of wheat in farmers’ hands is 114,000,- 
000 bushels, or 28.8 percent of the volume of 
the crop of 1893. This is nearly 21,000,000 bush- 
els less than the estimate for March 1 
last year and ~»nearly 20,000,000 less 
than the average of the past eight years. 
The amount remaining in farmers’ hands in 
the eleven principal wheat-growing States 
is about 73,000,000 bushels, or 63.8 per cent of 
the amount in producers’ hands in the coun- 
try atlarge. The average weight of the crop 
of 1893 per measured bushel, as calculated 
from correspondents, millers and state 
agents, is 57.6 pounds, making the estimated 
product a little over 381,500,000 commercial 
bushels against 806,000,000 measured bushels, 
as heretofore reported. 

The corn in producers’ hands, as esti- 
mated, aggregates 589,000,000 bushels, or 36.4 
per cent of the crop of 1893. This proportion 
is Jess than forany year in the past five, ex. 
cept that of 1891. The aggregate of corn in 
farmers’ hands in the surplus States of Ohio, 


Illinois, Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska is 
61.1 per cent of that in farmers’ hands in the 
entire country, being in quantity 860,000,000 
bushels. The merchantable averages of corn 
is 82.2c per bushel. 

The official and commercial estimates of 
the world’s wheat crop for 1893 makes it 82,- 
000,000 bushels less than last year. The final 
estimate will probably still further reduce 
the total for 1893, as the preliminary esti- 
mates for Russia and Germany are geperally 
reduced by the final estimates. 


Alien Contract Labor Case. 


WaSHINGTON, D. O., March 10.—An inter- 
esting alien contract labor case was to-day 
decided by Commissioner Stump of the Im- 
migration Bureau. Itappears that Charles 


Bart Fisher,a Russian subject, 35 years of 
age. arrived in the port of New York on Feb. 
20 last, and was barred from landing by the 
Board of Special Inquiry as a contract la- 
borer. Itis admitted that Fisher was an as- 
sisted immigrant, his brother-in-law, a 
pantaloon-maker in Philadeipaia, having 
paid his passage money and given him work 
on arrival. 

In view of his being an assisted immigrant 
in addition to there evidently having been an 
understanding that Fisher was to have 
work for his brother-in-law, the commis- 
sioner holds that he comes within the prohl- 
bition of the statutes, and therefore directs 
that he be deported tothe country from 
whence he came at the expense of the 
steamsbip company bringing him here,

D.) tribe of Sioux Indians for the 
cession to the United States of the unallotted 
lands in the reservation, The amount to be 
paid is $600,000, of which $100,000 Is to be di- 
vided amung the Indians per capita and the 
remainder Is to be converted into a fund for 
the benefit of the Indians,

THE STEAM TURBINE. 


To Be Used in Propelling Small Naval 
Craft. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 10.—Successful 
results have been obtained from the use of 
steam turbines as a motive power for 


dynamos, and it is probable that before long 
an attempt will be made to substitute them 
forthe engines used to propel small naval 
craft, such as torpedo boats and launches. 
For some time past this novel form of motor 
bas been used in the Davy to spin 
the gyroscopic wheels that pro- 
pel the .Howell torpedo as they 
afforded the only feasible means of obtaining 
the great velocity required. But their use 
has beemvery much restricted, Owing to the 
belief that they were wasteful contrivances. 
Recently, however, certain improvements 
have Deen made, notably in the use of Lge 
heated steam, which cannot be u in 
ordinary engines, and the result has been the 
attainment of a surprisingly high degree of 
economy, making these engines rank with the 
best of the reciprocating pt ag 
The one practical difficulty in the adapta- 
tion of the steam turbine to boat prop 
is the necessarily high s& of the motor, 
the lowest economical speed of existing lines 
being about 5,000 revolutions ver minute. 
This obliges the engineers to use reducing 
gearing to securea evaee speed for the screw 
ropellers. Otherwise the turbine is believed 
o have many points of advantage over 
reciprocating engines, as it is mane,

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UNFAITHFUL CITIZENS. 

Washington Gladden contributes ‘an ex- 
cellent article to the current number of | 
the Century on the subject of the attempts 
to force a question of religion into poli- 
tics. In protesting against bigotry he re- 
minds officials who pledge themselves to 
make religious discrimination in appoint- 
ments that they violate their oath to sup- 
port the constitution, which prohibits the 
application of any religious test as a 
qualification for office. 

It may be urged that this prohibition is 
addressed to the law-making power, but 


‘| it is binding in conscience and honor upon 


officials who execute the laws. But why 
stop at officials. Is it not morally binding 
upon all citizens as well? That this consti- 
tutional obligation rested upon every citi- 
zen as long as he enjoyed the protection of 
and maintained allegiance to the Govern- 
ment was forcibly asserted in an addres 
on ‘‘*Religious Liberty’’ delivered by 
Judge Jere Black. He said: 

Our fundamental law is a series of rules 
without any sanction exceptinthe forum of 
the conscience. Those citizens, therefore 
(if there be any such), who have nocon- 
science, no sense of duty and no shame may 
disregard it as much as they please, without 
any fear of the penitentiary or the halter. 
But the fear of punishment is not necessary 
to make a true man faithful tothe constitu- 
tion that guards his rights, and, if he swears 
to support it he will keep his oath atall 
events. 

The citizen who applies a religious test 
in politics nullifies the Constitution and is 
false to his allegiance. Those who would 
put creed into the Constitution would abol- 
ish the greatest blessing it guarantees to 
themselves and all other citizens. They 
are blind to the best interests of religion 
and the people.

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DANIEL WEBSTER. 

Prof. John Fiske has lately delivered a 
lecture before the members of the Long 
Island Historical Society and the Brooklyn 
Institute on ‘*Daniel Webster and the 
Sentimtnt of the Union.’’ The conclu- 
ding paragraphs have a pathetic tone very 
unusual for him: 

Webster died! Oct. 24, 1952. I was a little 
boy then. I had neverseen him, but Icould 
not forget that day if [ilved 4,000 years. 
Danilel Webster was dead. A godlike 
presence had gone from us. Life seemed 
smaller, lonelier and meaner. I well remem- 
ber how I wondered that thesun could rise 
and the daily events of life go on without 
Daniel Webster. 

As little Fiske felt when Webster died, 


so felt thousands of those who wre no 
Ionger ‘‘little boys,’’ but strong men, who 
had looked uptohim with an admiring 
reverence such, probably, as no other 
public man‘of this century has ever 
aroused. He did not have the unique per- 
sonal magnetism and thrilling popular 
eloquence of Clay, but whoever stood in 
that imposing presence, caught the glance 
of the dark, lustrous eyes, and heard that 
deep melodious voice, like the peal of a 
mighty organ, could never forget the ex- | 
perience. Even Carlyle, cold and cynical 
as he was, writing to Emerson after having 
met Webster in London, says: ‘‘No man 
can possibly be as wise as your Webster 
looks.’’ 

Nearly forty-two years have passed since 
he died, and the generation to which he 
belonged has nearly all followed him. 
Here and there anold man who wasa 
young one when that grave at Marshfield 
opened to receive its illustrious occupant 
remembers with mingled pride and pleas- 
ure that he once saw and heard the states- 
man and orator who, whatever may have 
been his follies and his faults, had no rival 
and left no successor. 

Prof, Fiske has most happily selected 
Webster as ‘‘the representative of the 
Sentiment of the Union;’’ for the Union 
never had a more ardent lover, or an abler, 
braver, more conscientious champion. 
In his immortal Reply to Hayne, which, 
by common consent, is regarded as the 
highest point American oratory has yet 
attained, the Sentiment of the Union has 
found expressionin breathing thoughts 
and burning words which can never be 
forgotten while the nation stands. 

“Yet, by the strange irony of fate, Web- 
ster has suffered more from his final effort 
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He failed, of course; ‘but there aresome. 


failures greater and nobler than some suc- 
cesses, The time is coming—and has not 
far to come—when the countrymen of 
Daniel Webster will appreciate his self- 
sacrificing services at their true value, and 
recognize him as the finest embodiment of 
**the Sentiment of the Union.’’ 
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AW EDUCATED WOMAN. 


The attempt at the higher education of 
women in America has what is ‘perhaps 
ite most promising result in literature in 
the work of Edith M. Thomas, whose 
volume of poems, ‘‘Fair Shadow Land,” 
published last year, attracted little atten- 
tion, being out of harmony with the taste 
for ‘‘society verse’’ cultivated by such 
English writers as Austin Dobson and 
their American imitators. 

It is not too much to say of this verse, 
however, that it is not only poetry, but 
that it ison the average the best poetry 
written by any woman since Mrs. Hemans 
ceased to write. Perhaps Mrs. Browning 
may have written some things better, but 
her average is not nearly up to that of 
Miss Thomas either in ideas or in finish of 
expression. 

It is too much to expect that Miss 
Thomas will become popular while Mrs. 
Ella Wheeler Wilcox remains the leading 
female poet of America, but it is quite cer- 
tain that she will have an audience long 
alter other American women who are now 
writing verse will have ceased to be eren a 
name in literature. 

It would be unfair to public taste to 
leave the impression that there is no rea- 
son for the neglect of a woman of whose 
work Americans will yet be proud. There 
isa reason—one that will always remain 
sufficient. Higher education in Miss 
Thomas has made her work too scholarly.

Lowell and 
learn to forget she is learned her work 
may convince the world that a highly edu- 
cated woman is the highest and best 
product of civilization. 
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POLICE. COURT JUSTICE. 

Mr. W. T. Stead isa sensationalist by 
profession, andon this account what he 
says of Chicago will be subjected toa 
heavy discount, butitis quite true as he 
says itis, that the ‘‘police court justice of 
Chicago would make even a Turkish pasha 
blush.’’ 

That applies to police court justicein all 
the great American cities though perhaps 
to none so justly as to Chicago. 

The police and magistrates’ courts deal 
with petty offenses and the small squabbles 
between neighbors which must be looked 
for as a matter of course in every commu- 
nity. They come much closer to the great 
masses of the people thando the higher 
courts and they ought to be conducted in 
the spirit of arbitration rather than of des- 
potic coercion. 

A sensible justice of the peace in a 
crowded pagt of the city can do as much for 
good order and good feeling as the police 
force and the Sheriff’s staff combined, and 
with foolish, corrupt or despotic men in 
the police and justice courts, all that 
Sheriff and police together can do for good 
neighborliness and good feeling is very 
little. 

In the justice courts the desire for fees 
too often results {in systematic extortion 
not surpassed in Turkey or anywhere else, 
and the police magistrates are often men of 
corrupt morals, placed on the bench to 
serve purposes of political rings whose 
reason of existence in politics is blackmail 
and robbery. 

There have been police judges in New 
York, Chicago and other large American 
cities, not excepting St. Louis, who ought 
to have been behind the bars instead of on 
the bench. If Mr. Stead is guilty of any 
injustice in comparing them to Turkish 
pashas it is the pashas who have just 
cause to complain. 
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A NAPOLEONIC REVIVAL. 

Paris correspondents of English and 
American newspapers agree that there has 
been, for some little time past, an unmis- 
takable Napoleonio revival there; a re- 
vival, however, which is entirely personal, 
having no connection with Imperial ideas 
orintrigues. It is the man, and not the 
Emperor, in which the fickle French pub- 
lic have suddenly become interested; the 
soldier who led the armies of France to 
victory, carried the tricolor from the Pyra- 
mids to the Kremlin, and bade the actor, 
Talma, come to Eufort that he might 
**play before a pitful of Kings.’’ 80 
they flock to the theaters to see Napoleonic 
dramas, read eagerly the latest Napoléonic 
memorabilia, and crowd the shop- windows 
to gaze at the latest Napoleonic pictures. 
Yet if the present representative of the 
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bivouacked his legions in Berlin and dic 
tated laws to the German people from 
Paris. But-soldiers of this sort are bern 
and not made; ‘‘the last of the Ceesars,’’ 
as Victor Hugo calls him, did not appear 
until eighteen centuries after the first one 
died, and it may be as long before another 
arrives—if ever. 

So France must needs wait patiently for 
such arrival, or for another less brilliant 
who may do similar work ‘n less satis- 
factory fashion. Meanwhile she may 
temporarily relieve the weariness of wait- 
ing by contemplating theatrical, rhetor- 
ical and pictorial Napoleon; looking at the 
sword he wore in Egypt, the saddle he 
rode in at Austerlitz, the cloak he slept in 
at Marengo, the bed in which he died at 
St. Helena and the tomb in which his 
‘‘ashes repose on the banks of the Seine, 
in the midst of the French people whom 
I have loved so well.’’

THOUGHT HE WAS DONE FOR BUT FOUND 
THE BULLET FLATTENED OUT. 


The Only Harm It Did Was to Make an 
Ugiy Bruise—Cam-> Upon Highwaymen 
Who Were Robbing William Best— 
Another Bold Hold-Up. 


William Best of 1737 North Tenth street fin- 
ished his work last night até6 o’clock at the 
St. Louis Electric Light & Power Co.’s plant, 
210 Lucas avenue, received his week’s wages 
and started soberly for home. He was within 
a few biocks of iton Tenth street, between 
Mullanphy and Howard streets, when he was 
set upon by three men. 

One of them grabbed him around the neck, 
choking him flercely; anotharone kicked him 
viciously in the stomach, while the third 
proceeded to go through his pockets. Best 
struggled. hard and succeeded in utteringa 
few weak cries of ‘*Watch!’’. which attracted 
the attention of Paul Miller, who runs a store 
inthe nelghborhood, Miller whistled vigor- 
ously, and Officer Hanion came around the 
corner of Howard street on the double quick. 

The thieves saw thattheir game was up, 
but Hanlon was onthem before they could 
makearun. The officer, apparently, ex- 
pected no resistance, but just as he got up to 
them one of the men shouted: 

**Give it to him, Jimmie. 
the gun.’’ 

‘*Jimmie’’ did not hesitate, but fired point- 
blank at the policeman’s breast. Hanion 


fellto the ground, and as he lay prostrate 
fired after the fleeing highwaymen. It its 
hardly probable that he tiit then. 

Officer Burke heard the shooting and came 
to the rescue of his comrade. He chased the 
robbers to Ninth street and Cass avenue, 
Here they turned into an allev, ran through 
a carriage shed and disappeared. 

Assoon as Officer Hanion and Best could 
recover their wits they madean inventory of 
the damage done. Hanlon found to his 
surprise that he was not much hurt. It 
seeuis a most remarkable thing, but the Dall 
from ‘‘Jimmie’s’’ gun—a 388-caliber one— 
struck him full onthe breast bone and flat- 
tened out. It mads an ugly bruise, but 
nothing more. Theofficer isa slightly-hulit 
man, but he must have a chest of iron. 

The kicks which Best received in the ad- 
domen were painful but no serious results 
are apprehended. The footpads did not suc- 
ceed in getting any of his money, 

The police have good descriptions of the 
men and think they know one of them. Both 
Best and Miller can identify them if they are 
caught, 

Officer Hanlon was found at his home, 1701 
North Thirteenth street. H6@ appeared 
none the worse for his remakable experi- 
ence. He showed the reporter the cioth- 
ing through which the buliet penetrated, 
It entered alittle to the right of the row 
of brass buttons, cut through the label 
of his vest, tlirough the underclothning up 
against the breastbone, where it stuck. 

When Hanlon unbuttoned his clothes the 
ballfellto the ground, On one end was a 
slight mark where it had encountered the 
policeman’s pecullar breast. 

‘*‘I thought I was 9 goner,’’ said the officer, 
‘‘whenlIsaw that flash. I dropped tomy 
knees and let my gun go. I was so ciose I 
don’t see how I missed him, burt iI 
must have. The wound does not pain 
meany, andit only biel after the doctor 
squeezed ita little. Idid not Know that my 
bones were any harder than anyone else’s, 
but they seem to be. I think I’m pretty 
lucy tu be alive, don’t you?’’ 

The reporter admitted that he ald.

CHICAGO VERSUS NEW YORE. 


City by the Lake Trying to Rob the 
Metropolis of a Large Business. 

New YORK, March 10.—Chicago Is trying to 
take from New York $1,000,000 worth of an- 
nual busines? in a lump, and it looks as if 
she were going to succeed. she wants to 
secure the depot for the distribution of 
Indian supplies, which has been in this city 
since its establishment in1877. Western men 
have succeeded in getting the matter before 


the House Committee on Indian Affairs, and 
the latter favors the change. 

There is already a small branch depart- 
ment at Chicago, and it isnow considereda 
settled matter there that the plan will be 
adopted. Then the depotin New York will 
be abolished and allthe enormous business 
will be removed to Chicago, 

‘ibe chief reason for the change, it is 
alleged, is to get the base of supplies nearer 
the Indian reservations. Representative 
W ilson of the State of Washington 1s taking 
a lively interest in the matter and sois 
Representatiue Aldrich of Uhicago. They 
Claim a@ great saving willbe made by having 
the point of distribution at Chicago. The 
books of the Indian department show that 
supplies last year tothe amount of $2,250,000 
were sent by the United States Government 
to the reservations, $900,000 worth were meade 
in or purchased from New York and vicinity. 
Chicayo furnished only $150,000 worth and 
the remainer Was sent from all other west- 
ern points. 

The supplies sent from here are chiefly 
blankets, other woolen goods, cotton goods, 
clothing, boots, shoes, hats and caps, no- 
tions, groceries, leather and harness, school 
supplies, sugarandtea. The business gives 
employment to many peopie in and around 
New York. This is the fmode of transacting 
the business: In May of every year the Gov- 
ernment, through its agents here, asks bids 
for supplies. ‘ihese are forwarded to the 
lowest bidders, and New York people nearly 
always get $1,000,000 worth of contracts. The 
remainder, which goes to points chiefly west 
of the Mississippi, is for beef and pork and 
such supplies. The latter, of course, is 
never brought to New York, but is sent di- 
oc from the western points to the reserva-

As this poem suggested the title soit has 
inspired every page inthe book. The dom!l- 
nant idea which Lowell insisted on as the 
truth more than any other Is that if Christ 
came to Chicago he needed toinspire and 
vivify our impotent, imp and ineffective 
conception of Christianity. How we Delleve 
in Christ is shown, not by what we say. about 
him, nor by the temples which we build tn 
his honor, nor by the hymns we sing in his 
praise, but by the extent to which we suc- 
ceed fin restoring in manthe lost image of 
God, 

The tramp is Christ’s brother; the harlot 
his sister. These are the images which we 
have made of Christ. As the strength 
of a chain Is tested by its weakest link, so the

Hastings is found 
Maggie Darling and the pitiable Story of her 
life is graphically given. Itis the old story.

Walking the street 
with no money, she was directed to a notori- 
ous house. Sne felt her disgrace could not 
be made greater and she stayed there. 
Finally her release came through a young 
man who had become interested in her and 
she WSs Sent to California, where reformed 
of her evil ways, a position 
was gained in a respectable family. 
But in a few years the story of her 
life in Chicago followed her. Then came the 
exposure, the prayers of the girl to be given 
a@ chance by the woman with whom she lived. 
Not only did the woman refuse, but she 
would not furnish her a recommendation. 
So the girl was once more adrift, and at last 
became an unhappy inmate of Mme. Hast- 
ing’s resort. Keferring to the woman who 
refusedto help herto a better life, she ex- 
Claimed: 

**Phe old hound. My God, ifever I get the 
chance 1 will knife the old she devil. Yes, if 
Iswing for it. What does it matter? She 
Dlasted my life. When 1 saw it wasall no 
use I lost heart and hope andI gave up then 
and there. There is no hope for such as me. 
No, I had my chance and she spolleait. And 
now it is no use, no use, never any more. I 
have taken hope, I drink I amlost. Ishall 
never De anything else. Iam far worse than 
ever Il was andam going tothe devilas fast 
asican. But if I come within a thousand 
miles of thatold fiend, if I don’t knife her 
ifIswingforit. WhenIthink whatI might 
have been but forher. What have they done 
with my life?’’ 


FARMER JONES. 
Mr. Stead draws this picture ofa pecullar 
product of the slums and Chicago politics: 
**It was in Brant Smith’ssaloon,where i first 
met Farmer Jones. Brant Smith is the Dem- 
ocratic captain of the Ninety-first Precinct of 
the One Hundredth Ward. Like many other 


Democratic captains in Chicago and New 
York he combined the duties of leader of the 
precinct with that of saloonKeeper. in his 
district there is no more respectable saloon 
than this. It is a marvel. A little further 
down are saloons which are merely annexes 
to so many houses of ill fame, overrun with 
loose women, who hang about in all stages of 
dishabille, trying to attract the attention of 
customers who drop in for a drink or a cigar, 
to their charms. There is none of this 
in Smith’s. You may go in as I have at any 
hour of the day or night, and not see any 
ofthat class of women. It is @ rare thing 
to see a woman at all, either at the 
counter or at the bDililard table in the rear of 
the rcom. During my stay in Chicago 
Smith’s became one of my favorite resorts, 
partly because of its situation; it wasan 
oasis of cleanliness and light in the middle 
ofa district which was decidedly tough, 
partly because of Smith himself, who is one 
ofthe mcst intelligent and interesting poi- 


-iticlans Ihave met in Chicago, and partly, 


perhaps, most of all, because it was the 
hangoutof Farmer Jones, Farmer Jones its 
aremarkabieman. I made his acquaintance 
during my first visit to Chicago, and renewed 
it when I returned. It was not until the night 
on which Mayor Hopkins was elected that I 
fully appreciated the significance and the 
value of my new acquaintance. 

‘*] think Farmer Jones had done more to 
reassure my faith In the future of Chicago 
and give me théclew to its seeret than any 
other man. Yet when I walked along the 
street with him on one occasion, and passed 
a doctor who had for many years practiced 
on Bum street, he deemed it his duty to 
send a special messenger to warn me to take 
care, as the man I was with was one of the 
toughest in the slums. Farmer Jones’ ap- 
pearance at thetime, it must be admitted, 
was against him. There wasan ugly wound 
on his right eheek which was partly con- 
cealed by sticking plaster: hischin was coy- 
ered with a three days’ growth of beard. His 
eyes were bloodshot, and while for his hair, 
well, it is said in Chicago that Mayor Hopkins 
was elected by the siik-stockings on one hand 
and the short-hairs on the other, Jones 
was nota silk stocking and he was as con- 
spicuously one of the short hairs; he stood 
about 5 feet 10.

The fifth chapter is: ‘‘Who are the dis- 
reputables?’’ The author says: ‘‘If Christ 
came to Chicago he would find many of the 
citizens have forgotten the existence of any 
moral law apart from that which is em- 
bodied in the State or municipal legislation. 
In Chicago everything that isnot illegal, is 
assumed by him to beright, no matter how

A manis considered honest, 
no matter how great a scoundrél he may be, 
so long as he Keeps within the limit of 
the law. In like manner, a woman is 
considered respectable and of good 
repute, no matter how false, idle and selfish 
she may be, s0 long as she refrains from pub. 
licly aavertising her loss of chastity. A man 
may be a thief all the same, even though his 
plunder ts legalized by an ordinance, anda 
woman may be disreputable, although she 
may move in the first set of the 400. These 
two elementary truths seem to have startled 
many people in Chicago, when I enunciated 
them as if they were heresies, notto say 
blasphemies against the social order. Here- 
sies and Diasphemies though they may be 
called, they are sacred truths,and if Christ 
came to Chicago, and were stiilof the same 
mind he was when he walked itn Judea, he 
would probably have said the same thing 
with much greater emphasis. As a matter 
of fact, rich men and women are often, 
owing to the temptations which beset the m, 
the most disreputable members of the com.- 
munity, and ft is one of the heaviest indict. 
ments against the millionaire class when it 
is not steadied by responsibility and alive to 
to its obligations, that it tends inevitably to 
produce a class of mortais which any well 
regulated community would be justified in 
sinking in the nearest bay until the breath 
had left their bodies, ’

The Diabolism of Chicago. 


The ‘‘Diabolism of Chicago’’ Mr. Stead 
divides into the predatory and idle rich. 
‘‘Ofthe predatory rich is a well-known ralil- 
road man, who at an early stage of his 
career, before he was launched in Chicago as 
a financier and street railway magnate, had 
served in a Pennsylvania penitentiary, 


I would not for a moment suggest that 
in his operations in Chicago he _ has 
brought himself within the clutches of the 
law. Hewho is once bit is twice shy, and 
the period of seclusion which he passed in 
the state establishment in the eastern sea- 
board probably sufficed to convince him of 
the necessity of keeping strictly within the 
law ofthe land. It would be much better for 
people like him that the scrutinizin 

gaze ofthe public should beturned towar 

the heavens than the scandalous manner in 
which he neglects his obligations to the 
people.’’ 

Speaking generally of this class, Mr. Stead 
says: **You cannot drive a mile inany dl- 
rection in Chicago without coming on in- 
stances of public plunder, only less heinous 
than those that are associated with his 


name.’’ 


The Boodlers and the Poodled. 

The third part of the book gives the open- 
ing chapter to a daring resume of ‘‘The 
Boodlers and the Boodled’’ of Chicago. 
Says Mr. Stead: ‘‘It is perhaps too much to 
say that Chicago is and has been governed on 
a system of corruption, but whoever did 
make that statement would not have much 
difficulty in making out a very strong Case in 
support of his assertion.

THE SOFT, SANDY BOTTOMS LEFT TO 
THE FLOOD’S MERCY. 


Ths Waters Within 200 Feet of the Rock 
Island Tracks— Winthrop in Danger of 
Being Annibliated-Th»s Price Hill 
Land Slide—Two Deaths iu the Kilns— 
Casualties. 


ATCHISON, Kan., March 10.—The town of 
Winthrop, opposite Atchison, in Buchanan 
County, Mo,., isin danger of inundation, The 
current ofthe Missourl River shifted tothe 
east bank some time agoand began cutting 
away theriprapping and dykes put in by 
the Governmentin 1889 ata costof $160,010 
with a view of protecting the shore. Yester- 
day the riprapping wentout, and the soft 


sandy bottoms were left at the mercy of the 


floods. Halfa dozen houses at the outskirts 
of Winthrop were moved to-day and 
it will be necessary to move 
others to-morrow, The river has cut 
nearly aquarter of amilethis week and is 
within 200 feet of the tracks of the Santa 
Fe, Rock Islandand Burlington Rallways. 
A force of men will be put to work to. 
morrow to move the tracks towards the 
bluffs. 

The 169-acre farmof Mrs. James Fisk was 
totally destroyed this week and Charles 
Siler has lost ninety acres. Experienced 
river men say thatthe entire town of Win- 
throp will be Inundated within a week un: 
less the current of the river changes 
back to the Kansas side. It is feared 
that the stream will § cut through 
Winthrop toa chain of lakes which extend 
along the biuff; four miles from the present 
bed. Insuchanevent the Atchison vridége 
which was constructed in 1875 at a cost et 
$18) ,000, would be left high and dry. 

An engineer, who made an examination of 
the river to-night, says that it ts also cutting 
away a large island two miles north 
of Atchison. This cutting he gays may 
throw the current against the Kansas shore 
and stopthe cuttingat Winthrop, He gays 
however, that the land in the vicinity of 
Winthrop is so soft and low that it wil! 
take prompt action on the part of the 
Governmentto prevent the stream cutting 
through to the lakes. Efforts have been 
made to have the Government make some 
improvement at Winthrop, put nothing has 
yet been done.

One 
hardly realizes that it is almost five 
ago, when, on the evening of May 4, 1889, Dr. 
Cronin left nis office in the Windsor Theater 
Bullding on the errand of mercy that proved 
a lure to his death. That the physician 
was actually butchered was not known 
till May 22, when his badly yy nn 
bod was found in them catch sin 
on Evanston avenue and North Fifty-ninth 
street. The same day Capt.Schuettier heard 
of the now famous Carison cottage. By his 
command Detectives Hyattand Lorch were 

utin charge of the place and peseretiy 
here were reports that ‘*‘Big Dan’’ had been 
seen there a short time before the murder tn 
company with John P. Kunge, Patrick 
Cooney, alias Cooney the Fox, and Iceman 
O'Sullivan. 

The following Gay, May 24, 1889, Coughlin 
was arrested. May 29 Patrick O’Sullivan was 
tagen into custody and Jupe 15 Martin Bourk 
was behind the bars.

The trial of Coughlin, Bourk, O’Sullivan, 
Beggs and Kunze was begun Aug. 30, 1889. It 
was finished Dec. 16, and the verdict sent 
Coughlin, Bourk and O'Sullivan to the pen!l- 
tentiary for life, put Kunze there for three 
years and turned Beggs free. 

The finding against Kunze was never en- 
forced because Judge McConnell, who pre- 
sided at the trial, entertained doubts that 
the man was gullty ascharged. And it was 
with the greatest disapproval that the pun- 
ishment of the convicted ones was received. 
Everywhere it was felt that the authors of 
such a TTY; a 4 crime should recéive the 
full penalty of the law, and they doubtless 
would had it not been for Juror John Culver. 
He it was who dayafter day for almost a 
week, while the jury was deli»erating, voted 
to save Coughlin and the other two, and he 
it was who finally did save them. 

In - January, 1890,the convicted men were 
Sentenced, 

Attorney Daniel Donahoe on behalf of O’- 
Sullivan made tne first request for anew 
trial, but. while the matter was pending 
O’sullivan died. Then Cougblin’s applica- 
tion was made, and before it was dis of 
both Beggs and Bourk died. The new trial 
was granted ‘*Big Dan’, Jan. 20, 1893, and he 
was put on trial the second time Nov. 4 last, 
and acquitted March 8. Of Cooney the Fox 
no trace has ever been found. Little Joha 
Kunze wasamong the first to shake Dan’s 
hand after the verdict of the jury.

FREE PERMITS.} 


The Mayor Issues Them and Igeores the 
Building Commissioner. 


In his endeavors to crush Bullding Com- 
missioner Reid before the Supreme Court 
passes on his case, Mayor Walbridge has ar- 
rogated to himself some of the functions of 
that office and has been issuing building 
permits free of charge and without any au- 
thority oflaw.

The Firemen's Fund is tne accomplisb- 
of the Post-DIsPATCH, or rather of that per- 
sonal energy of. Recorder of Deeds Wm. A.

DISPATCH, specially assigned as fire reporter.

MADE A GOOD SPEECH FOR DEFENSE.

«Ble Attackeaths Character of Leary, th» 
-- @bief Proseouting Witness, and Told 


the Jury Whata Good iFellow Butler 


Was-—Leary’s Evidence—His State- 
ment Not Supported by Osher Wit- 
nesses—Scenes When the Verdict Was 
Read. 


Ex-City Attorney James J. Butler was last 
evening acquitted on the charge of assault 
with intent to kill, for which he was on trial 
in the Oriminal Court all day yesterday. The 
offense charged consisted of the shooting and 
serious wounding of James N. Leary, alias 
**Seven-up Jim,’’ in Ada Huntley’s bawdy 
house, 2011 Chestnut street, about 3 o’clock 
on the morning of Dec. 26 last. 

The verdict of ‘‘not gullty’’ was returned 
in about the quickest timeon record. The 
jury retired at 5:50 o’clock p. m., and by 5:55 
they were back in thelr places, having 
reached apd written a verdict in less then 
five minates.There was a few minutes’ delay 


before Judge Edmunds took his seat, when 


the Gecision of the jury was read by the 
clefr. . 
The verdict was readily surmised upon the 
quick return of the jury and a buzs of antici- 
pation ran round the court room. As the 
judge took his seat all became still as death, 
and each ear was strained to catch the words 
uttered by Clerk Judge, whose 
eyes danced with delight as they 
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you don’t usually tell the Crain? . — 


At 2 o’clock court was again called to order 
and the cross-examination of Leary re 
sumed. 

GAMBLER ALL HIS LIFe. 


Continuing, Leary answered in response to 
Mr. McDonald's questions that he was a 
gambler by profession and that he haa gam- 
bled ever since he had known howto do so, 
some fifteen or twenty years ago, 

A conversation with James Cronin which 
Leary acknowled having taken place after 
his release from the City Hospital was next 


touched upon. Hedenfedthat he had told 
Mr. Cronin that be was drunk at the time of 
the shooting, that it was his own fault and 
that he gotno more than he deserved. He 
acknowledged telling Oronin that he would 
not prosecute Butler, as that was not his 
principle. 

**Is it not a fact that you are prosecuting 
Mr. Butler because he refused to dismiss a 
certain libel suit?’ 

**No, it ig not.’’ 

**Is it nota factthatyou have stated that 
you would not prosecute if Mr. Butler 
would drop the prosecution for libel?’’ 

‘*No, sir.’* 
seaeet know the man charged with that 

e * ’* 

‘*Yes, [know him.’’ 

‘*What kind of gambling do you foliow?’’ 

**Poker, seven-up and euchre.’’ 

**Do you gamble on the square or cheat?’* 

‘*On the square.’’ 

Marshall scDonald then took up Leary’s 
previous record. He asked him as to the 
number of men he bad killed, the number he 
had shot in the back, how many men he had 
brutally assaulted, etc. Most of the ques- 
tions were objected to and the objection sus- 
tained. The question of how much wine had 
been drunk by the partyinthe house that 
night was asked, but to every question Leary 
answered he ‘‘did not remember’’ or he 
*‘could not say.’’ Asked whether he had 
been put out of the Olympic Theater tne 
same evening of the shooting for creating a 
disturbance, he claimed he did not remem. 
ber. He would not swear that he had not.

\» looked straight at Butler, his friend, 
ashespoke. Then as Judge Edmunds pro- 
bounced the words which set the defendant 
@t liberty there was great stamping of feet, 
clapping of hands and cries of ‘‘Hurrah, 
Butier!’’ inthe rear of the court-room. In 
vain the baliffs knocked for order, andthe 
tumult was only quelled when the Judge 
ordered the baliffs to arrest the disturbers. 
HOW BUTLER ACTED. 

Butler was visibly greatly relieved by the 
verdict. He graspedtke hand of Marshall 
McDonald, his attorney, and then said a few 
words of thanks to the jury. Ina moment 
his friends had closed in around him, aud for 
Afteen minutes or more he was kept busily 
engaged shaking bands around. When he 
finally managed to free himseif he left the 
building by the side entrance, where a hack 
was waiting to take him home. 

Ed Butler, the defendant’s father, aanced 
adignifed jig in the ante-room when the 
Verdict was announced, then rushed tothe 
telephone toimpartthe glad news to Jim’s 
mother and sisters at home. He looked 
thore pleased than if he had just gota hun- 
@red slop contracts. He accompanied his 


BURROWS FAVORS BUTLER. 

Edward Burrows was next called.and re- 
peatedthe story of the shooting much as 
Leary hadtoldit. The two men, Butler and 
Leary, were sitting on the lounge, talking 


about the thrashing the latter had given 
McNamara. Butler called hima vile epithet 
and then shot him. The witness calleda 
hack and Lelped to take him tothe Dispen- 
sary. lie was searched there,but no weapon 
found upon him. 

On cross-examination he proved to bean 
excellent witness for the defense. His answers 
to Mr. 'cDonald’s questions fully sustained 
the theory of the defense. 

‘*In what position was Leary atthe time 
he was shot?’’ Mr. McDonald commenced. 

**He had just called Butler a vile name, 
and started to get up and move towards But- 
ler, like this’’ (illustrating). 

**Did he put his hand behind him, to his 
hip pocket?’’ 

**Yes, like this’’ (again I!lustrating). 

Questioned ag to how much wine and liquor 
the three had consumed that evening he 
stated that he himself paid for nine bottles of 
wine and two bottles of beer in the Huntley 
woman’s house and that they must have con- 
sumed some fifteen or more bottles alto- 
gether. Inaddition they had visited other 
resorts and many saloons that same evening. 
Leary was very drunk and had been quarrel- 
some, 

In reference to Leary’s character, the wit- 
ness stated that he classed himas a (Ganger- 
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Officers Patrick White, .Hagan, Cole, M 
den and Conlon, guardians of the peace 
that portion of the cl 

‘*burnt’’ or ‘‘scariet’’ Gigtrict, were called 
and gave the prosecuting witness a very bad 


name.

BUTLER’S COMPANION TESTIFIES. 

John J. Monahan followed thearray of 
police talent. He went with Butler from 
Cronin’s new saloon to Ada Huntley’s house. 
They had started for home together, but 
stopped at the Huntley woman’s house, 
where Butler said he had some business. 
They went inandas they were passing the 


door of one of the rooms someone called 
in and have 


out, ‘‘Hello Jim, come 
some wine.’’ They entered the 
room and found Leary, Burrows and 


Keyes there. A few remarks weré made, 
when Butler said: ‘‘Jim, what made you co 
up the Counselor,’’ meaning McNamara. To 
this Leary replied, with an oath, that **he 
was no good.’’ Butler had said: ‘‘Well, I 
don’t know. I always thought the Counselor 
@ pretty good fellow,’’ and Leary bad re- 
joined with an oath: ‘‘Well, he’s no good, 
and none of his friends are any good.’’ ‘‘I 
am a friend of his,’’ Butler bad replied, 
‘*and I think Iama pretty good fellow.’’ 

At this point the witness stated that Leary 
had said, with an oath: ‘‘Well, you are no 
good either,’’ and rising had placed his hand 
to his hip- pocket as if to drawa pistol. But- 
ler was sitting at one side of the room and at 
once jumped up and shot Leary. 

On cross-examination he stated that Leary 
was standing erect when shot. Monahan 
denied striking or taking hold of Leary after 
he was shot. 

BUTLER OX THE STAND. 

The defendant himself next took the stand. 
He swore that he wenttothe Huntley house 
and asked the negro who opened the door for 
Miss Huntley, and wastold that she was in 


the back part ofthe house. As he was pass- 
ing the door of the back room someone called 
out, ‘‘Hello, Jim, comein.’’ He paid no at- 
tention, but went back tosee Miss Huntley, 
afterwards goingtothe back parlor where 
he had heard his name called. There he 
found Burrows, Learyand two women. He 
was asked totake some wine, but declined 
on the ground that he was not drinking. 

‘*] sat down by Leary,’’ continued the ex- 
City Attorney, ‘‘and remarked quite pleas- 
antly to him, ‘Jim, what did you beat up 


the Counselor for? ‘Because he is no 
good,’ was his reply. with an oath, 
as he lookea up a: ‘I always 
thought him all right,’ I said 


‘Well, lteli you,’ he replied in louder tones, 
with an oath, ‘that he Is no good and none of 
his friends are any good,’ to which 1 replied, 
‘Well, lam a friend of his; what do you want 
to pick on me for?’ 

‘*I saw that Leary looked surly, and I had 
by this time moved my chair some feet away 
from him. When I made that reply he 
jumped up savagely and, running his hand 
to his hip pocket, sald, ‘and you are no good 
either,’ witha vile oath. I Knew his reputa- 
tion as a shooter, and when I saw him reach, 
as lsupposed, for a gun, I drew my own 
weapon andshot him. Atthemoment I fired 
his dy was bent forward in the actof 
reaching behind him. lleft the house after 
that, went to the Standard Theater and from 
there tothe Four Courts, where I gave my- 
selfup.’’ 

A few questions by the Circuit Attorney 
closed the cross-examination of the witness 
and the case. Before presenting it to the 
jury, however, Mr. McDonald placed in evi- 
dence the letter written by the Huntley 
woman telling Butler she wished to see him 
on business. 


ZACHRITZ DEFENDS BUTLER. 
Judge Kdmunds next instructed the jury 
in the different grades of assault under 
which they might bring a verdict and stated 
the penalties in each case. He took up the 


matter of reasonable doubt, and said that 
while the jury must acquit if they believed 
that the defendant believed his 
life was in danger when heshot, yet the 
fact that he so believed must be firmly estab- 
lished. 

s arshall MeDonald commenced his address 
to the jury in such low tones as to be almost 
inaudible beyond a radius ofa few feet. He 
soon warmed up, however, and made the 
court-room ring again, He roundly scored 


Leary, but that individual had 
taken the precaution to leave .the 
court-room some time before. He con- 


trasted the positions occupied Dy the two 

men in the social scale and laid much stress 

upon the ill-will which Leary had shown in 

connection with the libel suit against Reedy. 
ZACHRITZ’ REMARKABLE SPEECH. 

Tne closing speech of Circuit Attorney 

Zachritzs was, in every way, a remarkable 


one, As the speech of a prosecuting 
attorney in a case it was 
weak in every way—as weak 


as the evidence he had presented to the 
jury. He commenced with a defense of him- 
self anda sortof half apology for his con- 
nection with the case. 

‘*lT appear here.’’ he said, ‘‘not to per- 
secute Mr. Butler, butto prosecute him. It 
isa part of my duty to collect facts and pre- 
sent them to youand itis your duty to bring 
a verdict in accordance with these facts. I 
think that you will agree that I have 
been absolutely impartial inthis matter, If, 
in my investigation of this case, I discovered 
any evidence in favor of the defendant and

Operations of Stonewall J. De France, 
on Trial for Forgery. 


HOW HE MULCTED 8ST. PAUL AND MIN- 
NEAPOLIS BANKS. 


Secured $19,000 Each From Two'of Them 
— His Purchase ofa Princely Residence 
at Detroit—Displayed a Satchel Full 
of Money—fome of His Character- 
istics. 


KaLaMazoo, Mich., March 10.—Ex-Bank 
President Wagner resumed the witness stand 
again in the De France forgery case to-day. 
He swore that the first time he saw De 
France after the forgery for whicr he is now 
on trial, was atthe police headquarters in 
Detroit. He at once recognized him as 
**Forrest,’’ he sald,as truly as he recognized 
his friend President Anderson of the Detroit 
National Bank, who was also present. 

Fred M, Rawley, present cashier of the 
First National Bank, who was assistant 
cashier of that bank at the time of De 
Franve’s forgery upon it, testified he had 
paid ‘‘Forrest’’ the $5,000 on the forged 
Graft. He identified De Franceas the man 
to whom he paid it. 

Stonewall J. De France is one of the 
shrewdest swindlers op record. Besides his 
forgery operations in the various cities of 
Michigan, and especially in Detroit, he has 
carried to success some very smooth schemes 
in St. Paul, Minneapolis and other cities of 
the Union, 

In April, 1892, De France made his debut in 
St. Paul. Helikedthetown. He thought it 
had the appearance of being a brisk business 
city, and dropped into the St. Paul National 


Bank tosay so. It was an important piece 
of information and he only wanted totalk to 
the very bighest bank officials. He said his 
name was Cameron Elliott. He was a young 
gentleman of unlimited means and was 
looking for goo investments while traveling 
about over the country. He didn’t carry 
much of his wealth with him, bat he had his 
credentials.

M. McAnally, 


ABOUT BOOKS ABD BOOK WORMS. 


Rarity and Not Age Enhances the Value 
ofa Volume andiIts Attractiveness. 
**The general notion that age makes a 

book valuable is an erroneous one,’’ said 


Edward E. Levi in the Pittsburg Dispatch. 


**I have about 40,000 volumes on my shelves 
ranking in date from 1550 down to the 
novel published yesterday. Of course, 
among this great number of books I have 
numerous volumes 100 or 20 years old. 


The novice would imagine that books of 
this age would bring big prices. This is 
not the fact. I have many books published 
in the last thirty years that bring from three 
to five times as much as these old publica- 
tions. Age plays but a little part in the 
value of a book. It is the contents and the 
rarity of an edition that make it salable ata 
high price. The most valuable Dooks on my 
shelves are those relating to local history. 
They bring much Detter prices than works 
centuries old. 

**‘Bookworms? Yes, theve are a number 
who come here daily. Oh, you mean the 
genuine worm, WhileI have never seena 
live one in my experience, I have come 
across a number of them dead. But I 
have seen much of their work. Now look 
atthis book. You see that, although it is 
fully six inches thick, yet a worm has 
made a hole from the first page to the 
last. There must have been something in 
the makeup of the covers that dia not 
Suit his esthetic taste, for you see he has 
steadily made his way in a diagonal line 
sO asto allow himself to come out at the 
hinge ofthe cover. These worms are most 
industrious. lremember receiving a set of 
books, six volumes, which had stood on a 
shelf of a library for scores of years un- 
touched. The bookworm had actually com- 
menced at the corner of the first volume and 
eaten his way straight throughthe six. The 
pathway of the worm was almost 


perfectly straight. Of course here, 
where the books are being con- 
stantly handled, it would be impos- 
sible foranything like that tooccur. It is 
a peculiar fact that these bookworms, like 


their namesakesinthe human family, have 
only a fondness for fine, rare volumes. You 
wilineverfiDnd a bookworm in a common 
book. While we escape the devastation of 
these animals in cheap books, there is an 
insect which attends to the lower grades 
and does its work persistently and well. 
‘*Irefertoasmal) louse, which a promi- 
nent entomologist designatedas a ‘sulphur 
louse.’ This little insect is somewhat smalier 
thaga a fiy, and hasin every way the appear- 
ance of whatit is called. It is unlike the 
bookworm inthatit has no use for finely 
bound books, Dut devotes allits attention to 
tothecheap cloth bindings. And I might 
say that the Iittle fellow does is 
work well. It also differs from the 
worm, as it does not require the 
books to be Jong undisturbed for him 
to begin operations. Last summer these in- 
sects became so numerous here that they 
were a pest. It was quite interesting to 
study them. They feed upon the cheap cloth 
bindings, seeming to eat the coloring. They 
leave a K all covered Over with spots, as 
if water had been sprinkled uponit. The iit- 
tle insects seem to have a liking for brightly 
colored bindings. We Killed a great 
of them, a mere touch 
finger being sufficient to 
smZsh them. We noticed that when their 
outside shell was broken they seemed to be 
filled witha powder resembling that on the 
wings ofa butterfly.. The peculiar feature, 
however, wastmat this powder was always

COULDH’T LIE DOWN. 


Mr. Rave Was So Fat That He Slept ina 
Chair. 


From the Ciacinnati Inquirer. 

. Yesterday Henry Rave, a well-Known citi- 
gen living at No. 280 Westwood avenue, was 

buried in St. Jogeph’s Cemetery. The cause 

of his death was obesity, or fattening of the 


heart. 
Mr. Rave for years has been a familiar 
character on account of his immense pro- 
rtions, he weighing during life 345 pounds. 
Por nearly ayear past he has gained soin 
fieshthat his attending physician forbade 
iim to lie down, and for months he has slept 
in a chair constructed especially for him. 
Atthetime of his death he wasso large 
that it is belleved he wasthe second largest 
person that has ever been buried in this city, 
the largest being John Dethel, the museum 
freak, who died here lastSeptember. Rave’s 
body required a casket #82 feet wide, 28 
inehes high and 6 feet 8inches inlength, It 
required nine able-bodied mento carry the 
remains fromthe hearsetothe vault in the 
cemetery. 
Mr. Rave was born in Germany 49 years 
, coming to this country at an early age, 
e lived for yearsat No. 270 Westwood av; 
enue, where he kepta saloonand grocery.

Applications should 
be made to the foreman of the lake work at 
Forest Park. 

Notices have also been sent out to 100 addi - 
tional laborers to report at the lake to- mor. 
row morning for work on the lake. 

Ifthe weather permits, the excavation of 
the lake willnow go forward without halt 
until completed. 

Every morning the Post-DisPpaTcn is noti- 
fled from Forest Park as to the additional

The Atchison and. Southern Pacific on 
One Sideandthse Union Pacificon the 
Other—-A Ruction in the Western 
Freight Association—The Fight on 
Chairman Midgsley—Ratlroad News. 


CnIcAGO, March 10.—A bigger war in trans- 
continental ratesthan. has yet occurred is 
looming up on the horizon.

She will be 
full steam-powered and have a sall area as 
well, but she willnot dependon her canvas 
to save her coal bills. 

No money will be spared in making the 
cruise a delightful one. In the first place,the 
Eleanor will be a ship of 1,080 tons. She isin 
such an advanced stage of construction at 
the Bath Iron Works, Bath, Me., that the 
most liberal plans for the comfort of her 
future guests and crew are now Deing per- 
fected. She is three times as large as the 
steam yacht Sagamore, which Mr. Slater re- 
cently sold to Mr. E. J. Scott, and in which 
the former made a 12,800-mile cruise in Eu- 
ropean waters in 1892, and also two voyages 
tothe West Indies and one to the coast of 
Labrador. 

The Eleanor will steam directly to Norway 
and spend the summer of 1894 in ‘*the land of 
the midnight sun’’ and will afterward go to 
St. Petersburg. Leaving the chilly waters of 
the North, tne itinerary of the trip wili in- 
clude a run through the Mediterranean.

HIS ARGUMENT. 

He described political economy as the econ- 
omy of man and divided it into two 
departments—production and distribution. 
He held that land and labor were the two 
factors in the production of all wealth, and 
as long as land was available and labor free 
and the twocan come together easily there 
ought to be no limit of wealth. In explana- 
tion of poverty and hard times, notwith- 
standing that there is plenty of unused land 
and that labor is abundant, he held that the 
access of labor to land is made difi- 
cult by the abnormally high prices 


it commands and that labor is burdened 
with various forms of taxation. Entering 
then upon the department of production he 
showed that land has a tendency to increase 
in value with the progress of the community 
that requires such land. This, be said, was 
both natural and just; that land value is the 
fund which nature provides for the payment 
of taxes. But,he proceeded, when this fand is 
turned over to private parties, it makes the 
owners rich without working, and so incites 
others to buy land thatthey, too, may be- 
come rich without working; that land is 
made abnormally searce and becomes ab- 
socwany high.

A teacup and saucer of per- 
fect shape can be bought for $1.75, and when 
one contrasts that witha tiny after-dinner 
coffee-cup of Coalport, marked $6, it seems 
quite reasonable and within comparatively 
easy reach. 

Among purely ornamental china and pot- 
tery the musical instruments are the newest 
shapes to be seen. Mandolins, guitars, tam- 
bourines and the like, all of porcelainand 
with floral decorations, are seen and prom- 
ise to be greatly admired. Judged by any 
standardofart, they cannot be said to be 
good, but as novelty we must have, they 
have their place nevertheless, At the least 
they are Detter than the ridiculous Dresden 
toys which neld popular favor last year, 
and, presumably, we should be grateful for 
any advance, however small.

A Question That Is Sorely Agitating En- 
glish Society. 

Over in England, where the independent 
young woman ofthe end of the century is 
still looked upon with a slight degree of awe 
and foreboding, the question of the ‘‘revolt 
ofthe daughters’’ is being agitated. The 
modern daughter, the good English people 
say, wants to make her own life! She isn’t 
content with copying her mother’s? And 
what is to be done about it? 


An enterrrising periodical set out to dis- 
cover the opinions of various English women 
and men on this lamentable state of affairs. 
They were asked whether it was their expe- 
rience that strained relations existed be- 


4 tween mothers and daughters, and that this 


strain was caused by a difference of opinion 
as to how much liberty should be allowed the 
latter; and, secondly, whatthey think was 
the best way out of the difficulty, 

A good many pes had no experience of 
the revolt of the daughters, among them 
Archdeacon Farrar. But Mrs. Molesworth, 
the writer of the stories for young people; 
Mrs. Henniker, the novelist, and Mrs. An- 
drew Lang had opinions. Mrs. Henniker’s 
views, being somewnat antiquated, have the 
interest that attaches to all old things. She 


says: 

**As regards matters relating to the so- 

called ‘emancipation of woman’ In general, 

sympathies lie with the old-fashioned 
rather than the modern school; and I disbe- 
lieve in any attempts to place women on the 
same footing with men. With regard to the 
special | ig Seat you ask, so much depends 
on varied circumstances and temperaments 
that it is @iMiculttoarrive at any definite 
conclusions; but, in my opinion, in no single 
case could the same amount of !berty be ac- 
corded toany girl as toher brotherof the 
same age.’’ 

oars. Molesworth takesa somewhat differ- 
ent view, fortunately, for such ambitious 
young women as come under Mrs. Meles- 
worth’s influence. She says: 

**asa rule, I should say that in the quite 
upper classes the balance still hangs too 
much on the side of over restriction—that 
there Is stilla tendency to look upon unmar- 
ried daughters, even when fully arrived at 
years of discretion, as _ irresponsible 
*‘infants.’’ . 

Mrs. Andrew Lang has some very sensible 
views. Inthe first place she doesn’t believe 
very much thatthe relations are strained, 
and, in the second, her remedy isa compar- 
atively simple one. She writes: 

‘*‘From my own experience I can recall 
hardly a single instance in which the rela- 
tions between girls and their mothers are 
strained, because elther the mothers efface 
themselves completely and leave the girls 
mistresses of the situation, as regards any- 
thing they may choose to do, or else they 
have been brought up in an old-fashioned 
manner, and are prepared to be guided by 
their mother’s judgment. As toa remedy, I 
can only suggest that, accepting for the 
moment the theory of ‘‘strained relations,’’ 

irls should be allowed to grow up without 
being made to feel themselves of paramount 
im portance.’’ 
rs. Talbot-Coke would apply some of the 
medicine tothe mother. She says: 

‘*Personally, I think that no mother gshauld 
ever for one moment loge $s Of the fact 
that she ONce waaa girl, with a:giri’s love of 
fun, of gayety, of admiration; and, on the 
other hand, that no girl should forget that 
her mother’s experience of the *‘Sturm and 
Drang’’ of life must be of more vaiue than her 
own ignorant and immatureimaginings. My 
own observation has shown me more the 
want of the latter attitude, more the delu- 
sion of the girls that ‘‘they know best,’’ in 
various matters, than the actual ‘*strike’’ 
for more liberty which our words suggest.

THREE GOOD STORIES. 


Barbed Wire Fences Stopped Revolutions 
and Divers Get. Full Under the Ses.

When men are away off oma Pacific island, 
and it is a morgth between malls, they taketo 


story-telling. 

One clear night some Englishmen and 
Americans were sitting on the veranda of 
the Hawaiian Hotel, in Honolulu. They 
smokea good cigars, and the southern breeze 
sighed through the foliage of the umbrelia 
trees. 

‘*) big talk of a battle tn Honolulu,’’ said 
Dr. Winslow, the surgeon of the American 
war fleet then In the port, ‘*makes me think 
of some of the Sonth American wars I have 
seen. Do you know what has caused sucha 
great decrease in the number of revolutions 
in the Argentine Republic, where they used 
to have one, and sometimes two, every 
year? Well, it was not advancing civiliza- 
tion nor the cost of war. It was the intro- 
duction of the barbed wire fence. 

‘*In the old days the Gauchos, or cowboys, 
ofthe Argentine Republic could start a revo- 
lution at a moment’s notice. If they were 
beaten by the Government troops they could 
gallop off over the iliimitable plains, ard 
into safety. But when the ranch-owners 
introduced the barbed wire fence it was so 
much trouble forthemto stop and cut the 
fences in their flight that the Government 
troops were able to overtake them. That, 
and nothing else,is putting an end to wars in 
that country. The barbed-wire fence more 
than anything else that I know of has helped 
the progress of civilization inthe Argentine 
Republic.’’ 

‘*T know of acase where the introduction 
offirearms put an end to several wars,’’ 
said Paymaster Hope of the British man-of- 
warChampion. Down in the Feejee Islan“s 
there were bitter feuds among the native 
chiefs. The islands are much cut up by deep 
ravines. A belligerent chief would stand on 
one brink ofa ravine and his enemy onthe 
other. Their followers would back them up 
in great numbers. The chiefs would curse 
each other tn vigorous Feejeean and counter 
challenges to deAdly comDat would be issued. 
They would brandish their war-clubs, and 
their visages ‘would become quite ferocious, 
Lassure you. But as they couldn’ t get at 
each other across the ravines, no blood was 


shed, and sometimes a war would Be soumat
